A  Barn  Burned. 

The  bam  on  the  farm  of  Michael  Noll, 
on  Arlington  avenue,  near  the  Greenwood 
Lake  Railroad  bridge,  was  burned  to  the 
ground  early  Thursday  morning.

The  fire 
spread  rapidly,  and  soon  communicated 
to  all  parts  of  the  barn  and  the  adjoining 
sheds,  and  in  less  than  twenty  minutes  all 
were  enveloped  In  flames.  The  entire 
Bloomfield  Fire  Department  responded  to 
the  alarm,  but  as  there  were  no  hydrants 
n#ar  the  fire  a  delay  was  occasioned,  and 
when  water  was  finally  obtained  nothing 
could  be  done  except  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  the  fiames.

— The  Montclair  Township  Committee,  at 
their  meeting  Tuesday  evening,  decided 
to  award  the  contract  to  for  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  a  public  water  system  and  supply 
to  John  R.  Bartlett  in  accordance  with 
his  revised  proposition.
